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THE  ESSEX  INSTITUTE’S 
COIN  COLLECTION 

The  coin  collection  of  the  Essex  Institute  is  the  result  of  the  accu- 
mulation of  gifts  of  coins  from  friends  of  the  Institute  for  upwards  of  a 
century  and  a half,  a few  gifts  of  substantial  size  but  most  of  a few 
coins  at  a time.  In  later  years  the  collection  was  supplemented  by 
occasional  purchases  to  fill  in  gaps. 

The  Institute's  coins  have  had  only  minimal  use  by  scholars  and 
others  over  the  years,  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  there  are  larger  and 
more  complete  collections  of  similar  material  in  Boston  and  Cam- 
bridge, as  well  as  to  the  limited  facilities  available  for  their  exhibition. 
Because  of  the  increasing  incidence  of  thefts  of  coins  from  institutions 
as  well  as  individual  owners,  the  most  important  of  the  Institute's  coins 
have  long  been  kept  in  a bank  vault  for  protection.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances they  serve  no  useful  purpose,  nor  does  it  appear  that  they 
would  in  the  foreseeable  future. 

A small  number  of  coins  have  been  removed  from  the  collection 
and  will  be  deposited  with  two  Essex  County  institutions  to  augment 
and  improve  their  holdings,  and  a type  set  of  coins  in  common  use  in 
Essex  County  have  been  reserved  by  the  Institute.  The  balance  are 
now  to  be  offered  for  sale  through  Stack's.  The  Council  of  the  Institute 
believes  that  this  action  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  Institute's  primary 
purpose  as  provided  in  its  original  charter  in  1821,  to  collect  and  pre- 
serve material  relating  to  the  civil  history  of  Essex  County,  and  that  it 
will  better  enable  the  Institute  to  carry  out  these  purposes.

EXTREMELY  RARE  NEW  ENGLAND  SHILLING 


Lot  No.  1 


1 (1652)  New  England  Shilling.  Noe  3-A.  Not  only  is  this  coin  as  a type  very 

rare,  this  specimen  is  the  rarest  variety.  When  Mr.  Noe  published 
his  Monograph  in  1943,  he  knew  of  only  one  specimen,  which  was 
at  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society.  In  1966  another  specimen 
turned  up  in  the  Stearns  Collection.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge, 
this  is  the  third  known  specimen.  There  are  several  dents  on  the 
obverse  and  reverse  which  are  probably  teeth  marks.  The  reverse 
has  several  fine  scratches  at  one  point  which  appears  to  be  on 
attempt  to  smooth  out  some  of  these  marks.  The  tops  of  NE  are 
weakly  struck,  but  the  diagnostic  die  break  from  the  lowest  hori- 
zontal strike  of  the  E to  the  bottom  curve  of  N is  sharp  and  clear. 
The  reverse  punch  is  very  strong  and  complete,  showing  the  full 
XII,  with  the  latest  progression  of  the  die  flaw  at  the  left  top  of  X. 
In  addition,  the  two  fine  lines  from  the  first  I to  the  border  of  the 
punch  are  very  sharp  as  is  the  tiny  dot  above  the  II.  An  extra- 
ordinary coin  for  the  "type"  collector  as  well  as  the  die  variety 
specialist.  Extremely  Fine.

2 1652  Oak  Tree  Shilling.  Noe  5.  The  tree  is  weak  as  is  usually  the  case  with  this 

variety.  The  reverse  is  exceptionally  strong.  All  lettering  is  complete,  how- 
ever, the  obverse  is  always  slightly  off  center  which  affects  the  tops  of  some 
letters.  Cleaned  sometime  ago  but  now  beginning  to  tone.  Very  Fine. 


Lot  No.  S 


3 1652  Oak  Tree  Shilling.  Noe  8.  One  of  the  rarest  varieties.  The  tree  is  very 

weak  due  to  the  waviness  of  the  planchet.  Though  the  entire  legend  is  read- 
able, some  letters  are  weak  and  the  tops  of  a few  of  them  are  off  the 
planchet.  The  weight  69  grains  suggests  that  this  is  due  to  a somewhat  short 
planchet  rather  than  clipping.  Fine. 


J.ot  No.  4 

4 1652  Oak  Tree  Threepence.  Noe  25.  The  3rd  rarest  of  all  known  varieties  of 

the  threepence.  A perfectly  centered  and  well  struck  specimen,  with  full 
lettering  and  all  details.  It  has  a dark  and  rough  surface  perhaps  from  having 
been  buried.  A most  unusual  coin  and  one  that  should  be  seen.  Extremely 
Fine. 

5 1652  Oak  Tree  Threepence.  Noe  28.  Struck  on  a mis-shapen  planchet.  Though 

the  obverse  is  very  weak,  the  reverse  is  very  strong.  An  excellent  coin  for 
exhibit  purposes  to  show  the  reverse.  Fair/Very  Fine. 

6 1662  Oak  Tree  Twopence.  Probably  Noe  29.  HOLED.  In  addition  to  the  hole 

there  is  a bend  in  the  planchet  that  obliterates  the  2 of  date.  Otherwise  a well 
struck  space  filler.  Fine. 
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Lot  No.  7 

1 1662  Oak  Tree  Twopence.  Probably  Noe  32  or  an  intermediate  die  state.  There 

are  a few  minor  digs.  A nice  coin,  on  a round  planchet  and  perfectly  centered 
on  both  sides.  Fine. 


8 1652  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  Noe  1.  Large  Planchet.  Though  the  tree,  date,  and 

denomination  as  well  as  a good  portion  of  the  legend  are  clear,  this  coin 
has  been  clipped  to  a point  where  the  weight  is  only  40.5  grains,  and  the 
size  is  that  of  a small  planchet.  An  excellent  example  of  the  clipping  practice 
of  those  days,  and  an  acceptable  coin  as  a Pine  Tree  Shilling  type.  Good.

9 1652  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  Noe  11.  Large  Planchet.  A scarce  variety  and  the  only 

one  with  the  spelling  MASATVSETS,  lacking  the  H.  All  four  N's  reversed. 
With  the  exception  of  some  weakness  at  about  3 o'clock,  this  is  a very 
sharply  struck  coin.  The  die  engraver's  guide  and  finishing  Jines  are  still  in 
evidence  on  the  obverse.  A perfectly  round  coin  with  full  obverse  and  re- 
verse outer  beading,  and  an  exceptionally  sharp  wide  tree.  About  Uncircu- 
lated. and  an  unusually  nice  specimen. 


Lot  No.  10 

10  1652  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  Noe  14.  Large  Planchet  type.  Though  Noe  knew  of  only 

two  specimens,  both  in  the  Yale  Collection  (severely  clipped  46.6  and  46.8 
grains),  several  others  have  since  turned  up.  ABOUT  10  KNOWN  TO  US 
NOW,  all  of  which  are  also  severely  clipped  to  about  the  size  of  a small 
planchet.  This  specimen  is  no  exception  but  shows  more  details  of  the  letter- 
ing than  any  of  the  others,  including  the  Noe  Plate  coin.  Good.

11  1652  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  Noe  16.  Small  Planchet.  A lovely  round  specimen  with 

only  light  even  wear,  full  outer  beading  on  the  reverse  and  most  on  the 
obverse.  A tiny  planchet  defect  on  edge  above  H.  Natural  gray  toning.  An 
excellent  "type"  coin.  Very  Fine. 


Lot  No.  12 


12  1652  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  Noe  25.  Small  Planchet.  A scarce  and  interesting  coin 

in  which  the  W is  formed  by  two  V's,  not  joined  together.  A very  sharply 
struck  coin  somewhat  off  center  (as  are  many  of  this  variety)  which  affects 
only  the  very  tops  of  MASA  on  the  obverse.  Exti'emely  Fine#  steel  toning.

13  1652  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  Noe  29.  Small  Planchet.  Almost  always  seen  on  a 

planchet  somewhat  too  small  for  the  dies,  (and  this  is  no  exception),  affecting 
only  the  tops  of  ASATH  on  the  obverse,  but  the  reverse  is  complete.  An 
excellent  type  coin.  Evidently  cleaned  to  a bright  silver  sometime  ago  but 
beginning  to  tone  down  again.  Extremely  Fine.

14  1652  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  Noe  29.  A duplicate,  with  all  letters  fully  on  the  plan- 

chet. The  D of  ENGLAND  is  very  sharp  and  it  con  plainly  be  seen  that  it  is 
cut  over  an  inverted  D.  Another  excellent  "type"  coin,  toned  to  a natural 
grey  color.  Extremely  Fine.

15  1652  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  Noe  30.  Always  struck  on  a planchet  too  small  for  the 

dies  (see  Noe  Plate).  This  specimen  is  unusually  well  struck.  Shows  more 
of  the  legend  than  the  Noe  Plate  coin.  One  weak  area,  however,  obliterates 
the  N of  AN  on  the  reverse  and  makes  for  weakness  of  the  MA  at  the 
corresponding  portion  of  the  obverse.  Still  an  excellent  "type"  coin,  toned 
to  a dark  silvery  grey.  Extremely  Fine. 


Lot  No.  16 


16  1652  Pine  Tree  Sixpence.  Noe  33.  The  obverse  is  off  center  as  are  all  of  this 

variety  (see  Noe  Plate).  The  tree  and  all  letters  showing  are  very  sharp.  The 
few  minor  scratches  under  the  tree  are  hardly  noticeable.  The  reverse  is 
perfectly  centered,  with  all  details  sharp.  Evidently  cleaned  a long  time  ago 
and  now  beginning  to  tone  naturally.  Extremely  Fine.

17  1652  Pine  Tree  Threepence.  Noe  34.  The  obverse  is  always  off  center.  This 

specimen  shows  somewhat  more  of  a lettering  than  the  Noe  Plate  coin,  and 
the  reverse  definitely  more.  A very  nice  sharp  strike  with  full  tree.  An  ex- 
cellent evenly  toned  coin.  Very  Fine. 

18  1652  Pine  Tree  Threepence.  Noe  36.  HOLED.  A very  pretty,  perfectly  centered, 

well  struck  coin,  with  bluish  grey  toning.  Full  sharp  tree,  legend,  date,  and 
denomination.  An  excellent  space  filler.  Extremely  Fine.

19  1652  Pine  Tree  Threepence.  Noe  36.  Somewhat  off  center.  Full  tree,  and  letters 

more  delicate  than  normally  seen  on  this  variety.  This  might  be  the  very 
rare  Noe  37  (a  recutting  of  Noe  36),  but  the  few  diagnostic  points  are  not 
distinct  enough  to  be  certain.  A very  pleasant  blue  toned  coin.  Extremely 
Fine.

20  1783  Chalmers  Shilling.  Short  worm.  A very  popular  coin  that  is  becoming  in- 

creasingly difficult  to  find.  This  has  several  scratches,  mostly  evident  on  the 
reverse.  Fine. 

ROSA  AMERICANA 

21  1723  Rosa  Americana  Penny.  One  of  our  true  Colonial  coins  made  by  the 

mother  country  for  her  colonies.  The  bust  is  somewhat  flat,  but  the  legend 
and  reverse  is  sharp.  Fine. 

22  1723  Rosa  Americana  Twopence.  The  bust  is  very  sharp.  The  reverse  is  also 

sharp,  showing  all  details  of  the  rose,  crown,  legend,  etc.,  except  for  the  date 
which  is  somewhat  weakly  struck.  Extremely  Fine. 

VERMONT 

23  1785  Vermont.  Ryder  3.  VERMONTS.  Landscape  type.  Light  obverse  plonchet 

clip  under  date,  touching  only  the  bottom  of  the  8.  The  die  is  starting  to 
bulge,  making  the  plow  weak.  Sharp  date  and  full  sharp  legends  obverse 
and  reverse.  Fine.

24  1786  Vermont.  Ryder  6.  VERMONTENSIUM.  Landscape  type.  A popular  type  in 

very  nice  condition.  Very  slightly  oft  center  affecting  the  tops  of  some  letters 
on  the  left.  A minor  planchet  defect  in  the  rays  of  the  sun,  but  the  coin  overall 
is  well  struck  with  full  date,  plow,  mountains,  trees,  etc.,  on  a nice  smooth 
planchet.

26  1787  Vermont  Ryder  13.  BRITAN  NIA  reverse.  A very  sharp  obverse  strike  from 

the  late  state  of  the  die  showing  the  break  across  the  bust  as  well  as  the 
rim  break  into  the  mail.  The  reverse  is  much  sharper  than  most  showing 
vestiges  of  the  letters  BRITAN  and  lull  NIA.  The  details  of  the  branch,  shield, 
and  full  figure  show  up  very  clearly.  An  excellent  chestnut  brown  specimen. 
Very  Fine. 
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27  1788  Vermont.  Ryder  25.  Mailed  bust  facing  right.  A very  nice  sharp  obverse. 

The  reverse  is  slightly  buckled  in  the  center  and  bottom  of  date  slightly  weak. 
An  excellent  medium  brown  "type"  coin.  Fine. 

28  1787  New  York.  Reverse  figure  right.  A somewhat  scarce  "type"  coin  and  an 

extraordinarily  nice  example.  A very  sharp  strike.  Medium  state  of  the  re- 
verse die  break.  A very  pleasing  medium  brown.  Very  Fine.

29  1785  Connecticut.  Miller  3.4-F.2.  Rarity  3.  Mailed  bust  facing  right.  Sharply  struck 

for  the  most  part  and  perfectly  centered.  A nice  dark  brown  "type"  coin. 
Very  Fine,  a few  light  nicks. 

30  1785  Connecticut.  Miller  6.3-G.l.  Rarity  3.  Same  type.  Very  nicely  struck  and 

centered,  with  a few  minor  weaknesses.  Date  almost  full.  Fine. 

31  1786  Connecticut.  Miller  5.10-P.  Rarity  5.  Mailed  bust  facing  left.  Full  legends, 

date,  bust,  etc.,  perfectly  centered  and  a sharp  strike.  Medium  brown.  Fine. 

32  1787  Connecticut.  Miller  1.1-A.  Rarity  3.  The  very  popular  SMALL  HEAD  with 

ET  LIB  INDE  reverse.  Slightly  off  center.  Rough  planchet  as  are  so  many 
of  this  variety.  Dark  brown.  Fine. 

33  1787  Connecticut.  Miller  13-D.  Rarity  3.  Mailed  bust  facing  left.  A very  strong 

strike.  The  large  8 is  made  of  two  circles,  one  above  the  other.  A lovely 
glossy  medium  brown.  Very  Fine. 

34  1787  Connecticut.  Miller  33.29-gg.l.  Rarity  4.  Draped  bust  facing  left,  with  the 

ET  LIR  reverse.  A perfectly  centered  coin,  and  very  sharply  struck,  with 
evidence  of  die  clashing.  The  bulge  in  the  die  at  TO  in  a medium  state.  Full 
dote,  legends  etc.  A pleasant  light  brown  with  smooth  surfaces.  Very  Fine.

35  1788  Connecticut.  Miller  7-F.2.  Rarity  6.  An  exceptionally  rare  coin  and  difficult 

to  find  in  any  condition.  This  specimen  is  surprisingly  nice,  showng  full  date, 
and  all  details  obverse  and  reverse.  The  3 grapevines  on  the  shield,  though 
weak,  are  visible.  A scratch  from  the  mouth  to  the  rim  is  evident  on  the 
obverse.  A medium  dark  brown  prize  for  the  specialist.  Very  Fine.

36  1787  Massachusetts  Half  Cent.  Ryder  1-D.  Rarity  4.  A magnificent  ALMOST 

FULL  MINT  RED  example  of  this  rare  and  interesting  variety  that  has  twigs 
on  the  branch  between  the  leaves.  Full  sharp  details  of  the  Indian's  face  and 
hair.  The  only  weakness  is  in  the  waist  and  shield,  where  the  dies  were  cut 
so  deeply  that  the  metal  couldn't  fully  flow  into  them.  Every  feather  on  the 
eagle  is  full  and  sharp  as  are  all  arrows,  leaves,  and  twigs.  A true  prize  for 
the  "type"  collector  as  well  as  the  specialist.  Brilliant  Uncirculated. 


Lot  No.  37 


37  1787  Massachusetts  Half  Cent.  Ryder  5a- Aa.  (Probably  Rarity  8).  Though  5-A  is 

a common  variety,  this  is  the  extremely  rare  late  state  of  the  dies,  showing 
not  only  the  rim  break  over  U on  the  reverse,  but  with  obverse  breaks  as 
well.  This  is  the  second  specimen  known  to  us.  The  discovery  specimen  was 
described  and  illustrated  in  the  Colonial  Newsletter,  January  1971,  Vol.  10 
#1,  Serial  #30,  page  309.  The  first  obverse  break  runs  from  the  rim  to  the 
apex  of  A.  The  second  break  along  the  tops  of  COM.  This  specimen  is  much 
better  than  the  discovery  piece.  Well  centered  and  a very  sharp  strike.  An 
exceptional  opportunity  for  the  die  variety  specialist.  Extremely  Fine. 

38  1788  Massachusetts  Half  Cent.  Ryder  1-B.  An  excellent  specimen,  perfectly 

centered  and  sharply  struck,  with  full  date,  legends,  etc.  HALF  CENT  on 
shield  very  sharp,  with  most  of  the  lines  on  the  shield  in  full  evidence.  Only 
very  light  wear  seen  on  the  very  high  spots.  A pleasing  medium  brown. 
Extremely  Fine.

"ARROWS  IN  EAGLE'S  RIGHT  TALON."  The  only  variety  to  display 
this  feature.  Also  the  only  variety  to  have  the  word  CENT  in  raised 
letters,  though  on  this  specimen  only  parts  of  the  letters  C and  T 
are  visible  since  that  portion  is  the  very  high  point  of  the  die.  The 
only  other  specimen  to  come  on  the  market  in  recent  years  was  in 
our  March  1973  sale,  lot  #60.  This  specimen  is  far  superior  to  that 
one  which  brought  $4,750.00  after  spirited  floor  bidding.  This  is  a 
very  sharp,  well  struck  coin,  with  full  date!  Superior  to  the  Jenks 
and  Bushnell  specimen,  and  about  equal  to  the  Crosby  Plate  coin 
which  was  also  the  Parmelee-Mills  Jackman  piece.  Lacking  in  many 
famous  collections  such  as  Parsons,  Stickney,  Earle,  etc.  A real 
prize  for  the  die  variety  specialists  as  well  as  the  type  collectors. 
A pleasing  even  chocolate  brown  on  a clear  plonchet.  Very  Fine.

40  1787  Massachusetts  Cent.  Ryder  3-G.  A common  variety  but  another  Magnifi- 

cent Full  Mint  Red  specimen.  A perfect  match  for  the  Half  Cent  (lot  #36) 
in  this  sale.  The  only  weakness  is  in  the  central  portion  due  to  the  depth  of 
the  dies  as  explained  in  lot  #36.  Every  detail  as  sharp  and  clear  as  it  could 
be.  Perfectly  centered.  A coin  that  would  please  the  most  discriminating 
collector.  Brilliant  Uncirculated. 

41  1788  Massachusetts  Cent.  Ryder  1-D.  An  excellent  specimen  showing  very  little 

actual  wear.  A few  very  minor  planchet  defects  detract  very  little  from  this 
top  drawer  coin.  Full  date,  CENT,  all  feathers,  lines  on  shield  and  center  dot, 
etc.  ore  clear.  Light  brown.  About  Uncirculated. 

42  1788  Massachusetts  Cent.  Ryder  4-G.  Rarity  4.  Another  sharply  struck  coin,  well 

centered,  with  light  even  wear.  A pleasing  glossy  light  brown  and  another 
excellent  "type"  coin.  Very  Fine. 
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43  1788  Massachusetts  Cent.  Ryder  10-L.  Though  there  appears  to  be  only  little 

actual  wear,  this  specimen  is  on  a very  porous  planchet.  Well  struck  and 
centered,  with  most  details  very  sharp.  Very  dark  brown.  Extremely  Fine. 

44  1788  Massachusetts  Cent.  Ryder  11-C.  Fully  struck  up,  even  in  the  centraj  por- 

tion. Perfectly  centered.  A lovely  golden  tan.  About  Uncirculated* 

45  1788  Massachusetts  Cent.  Ryder  11-E.  A well  centered  and  sharply  struck  coin, 

with  some  porosity  and  a few  very  minor  planchet  defects.

Assuming 
that  Newcomb  is  correct  or  if  it  is  a "Piece  de  Caprice"  they  were  certainly 
made  in  short  issue  because  this  cataloguer  has  not  seen  a specimen  offered 
since  the  1952  ANA  Sale. 

More  than  likely  the  true  story  of  the  1848  Small  Date  Large  Cent  will 
remain  a secret  of  history  and  the  buyer  will  have  to  come  to  his  own  con- 
clusion and  joint  the  ranks  of  Parmelee,  1890;  Mougey,  1910  (the  Parmelee 
coin);  and  Hines  who  bought  the  Parmelee-Mougey  coin  privately  from  David 
Proskey  who  obtained  it  from  Thomas  Elder.  The  exhaustive  research  done 
in  connection  with  this  date  in  the  1952  ANA  catalog  indicates  FOUR  speci- 
mens known,  the  first  appearing  in  1865.  This  must  be  a discovery  specimen 
because  the  other  specimens  had  planchets  prepared  for  striking  and  were 
not  overstruck  on  any  undertypes.
